, ;THe ne.wspapei-tha^HS wondenng whether justice fails goes 
ori to comment on't|ie"g:reat expense incurred by the; pardoned 
man'in his defense at the time of "his two trials; the loss of the 
time he has spent in prison and (lie general hardship he has 
suffered''iir his- innocence, but does not inform us .'what is to 
be done wilh,the real murderer, now that he has come. to light. 
, 
This is not the fiist case of the kind that has occurred in this 


country. Other men convicted of murder 'have- been released 
from prison Because then alleged crimes were confessed by 
others years later, but this papei does not recall' an instance in 
which the confessor was punished for his crime. It will read- 
ily be seen that if convicted men were to be freed on the con- 
fession of others, with nothing further done about it, it would 
soonvbecome impossible to keep a murderer in prison for any 
great length of time. Hi lends and counsel of the convicts with 
a little money would be able to produce a confessor in practi- 
cally every case and the punishment of the crime of murder 
would become moie of a farce than if is now, which heaven 
forbid.
